SUBJECT : Garrison and the Kennedy Assassination » 

Comment on Playboy Interview 


i 
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1. The most extensive single statement of Garrison's views’ 
about the assassination of President Kennedy appears in an interview 
published in the October 1967 hssue of Playboy . The preliminary 
comment and interview cover the equivalent of slightly more than 
twenty pages, three columns to the page: a total of ca 27, 000 words. 

2, Garrison has cast CIA. in the role of opponent and villain, 
both in the assassination and in his opinions about corruption in govern- 
ment, and he hammers at this theme constantly. The twenty pages of 
the article contain 122 explicit references to CIA. Most of them are 
derogatory. 


3. The fact that Garrison's charges against CIA are false, like 
most of his charges against other elements of the federal government 
as well as many private citizens, does not mean that when he goes to 

court his case will collapse like a house of cards,
